Annual Bitfmefs of the Governors. 

Ift. A T the Monthly Meeting for the Firft Month in each Year, a Com- 
_/\ mitee fliall be appointed for the auditing the Treafurer's Accounts, 
which Accounts are to be made up to the 31ft Day of the faid Firfl: Month, 
and produced at the next following Monthly Meeting ; with a Certificate of 
their Approbation annexed, if the fame be approved by them : Which Com- 
mittee fliall alfo make out, and produce at the fame Time, an Annual Report 
of the State of the Hofpital, to be laid before the Legiflature in fuch Manner 
as the Governors may direcl. 

lid. To receive from the Matron, the Monthly Meeting previous to the 
Election, an Inventory of the Houfehold Furniture.

Ift. X HE Apothecary {hall be Librarian. 

lid. The Librarian fliall keep an accurate Catalogue of the Books, which 
fhall fpecify the Title, Author, Size, Number of Volumes, and depofit, when 
loaned, of each Work. 

Hid. Every Work in the Library fhall be numbered, both by a Label on 
the Back of each Volume, expreffive of the Number, and by the fame iSi um- 
ber written within the Volume; and on the Title-page of each Volume fhall 
be written, " The Property of the New-Tor k Hojpital." 

G IVth. It 



Rules for ti Pn J ^v-York Hospital Library. 

IYth. It is the Duty of the Librarian to receive, and give out, Books; 
obferving, when they are returned, to replace them on the Shelves, after 
having carefully examined whether they are free from Damage. 

Vth. No Books can be lent out of the Library (except to the Governors 
Phyficians, and Surgeons, of the Hofpital) but on Mondays, Wednefdays, 
Thurfdays, and Saturdays, and between the Hours of Eleven and Twelve 
when the prefcribing Hour is at Twelve ; and between Eight and Nine, when 
it commences at Nine. The Viliting Governors, Phyficians, and Surgeons 
are allowed to take out Books, at the Hours of their Attendance, on Tuef- 
days and Fridays, and at the cuftomary Hours on other Days. 

Vlth. The Librarian is not authorized to let out Books to any Perfon, fave 
the Governors, Phyficians, Surgeons, Apothecary, and Houfe-Surgeon of the 
Hofpital, and to fuch Students of Medicine as are regularly admitted, agree- 
able to the Rules of the Honfe, to fee the Practice thereof, (except as herein 
after provided.) 

Vllth. The Governors, Phyficians, and Surgeons, may take out a complete 
Work, even if it confift of feveral Volumes, — but are not allowed this Liberty 
in refpecl: to voluminous Collections of diftinel: Papers, fuch as the Medical 
Commentaries, <Scc. of which they can take but a fingle Volume at a Time. 

Vlllth. No Student of Medicine can take out more than one Volume of 
any Work at a Time. 

IXth. Folios may be kept out four Weeks, Quartos three, and Duodecimos 
two Weeks. 

Xth. No Perfon can take out a Work, or a fingle Volume of a Work, 
without leaving with the Librarian a Depofit (to be fpecificd in the Catalogue, 
for each Work) of not left than one Third more than the aclual Value of the 
Work. 1 his Rule does not extend to certain Medical Collections, hereafter 
enumerated, m relpert to which the Depofit mall have Relation only to the 
V olume taken out.

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Xllth. A Shilling a Week fhall be paid for every Volume kept beyond 
the Time herein fpecified. If the Volume be not returned within three 
Months, it is to be confidered as loft, and the Depofit is forfeited to the 
Library.. 

XHIth. If any Perfon fhall lofe a Volume or Volumes of any Set of Books, 
the Remains of the Set mall be delivered to him, on his fubftituting a new 
: Set. In Cafe this be not done, his Depofit is forfeited, and the mutilated Set 
; is alfo retained in the Library. 

XIV th. Damages of Books are of four Degrees, — 

[a] The defacing the external Appearance of the Book ; 

[6] The deftruction or confiderable Injury of the Covering ; 

[c] Blots, Spots, and fmall Rents, (Sec— fo as to deface, but not deftroy, 
the Contents of the Book ; 

[d~\ And, the tearing, fo as to endanger or occafion the Lofs of fome Part 
of the Contents.— 

When any Damage, fhort of destroying its Value, happens to a Book, the 
-Librarian is to notice and report it to the Vifiting Governors, who are to 
determine the Fine to be paid by the Borrower— according to the Degree 
and Nature of the Injury and the C oft of the Book.— The Depofit is to be 
-retained till the Fine is paid. If the Borrower refufes to pay the Fine, the 
Depofit is forfeited. 

X Vth. All Fines and Forfeitures are to be appropriated to the Ufe of the 
:[ ibrary The Librarian is to keep an exact Account of the fame, which he 
:.s to render Monthly to the Vifiting Governors, and pay the Sums io collected 
:;:to their Order. 

XVItin The Librarian is refponfible for the Library, agreeable to the Ca- 
:alogue, and fhall render a femi-annual (or, if it be required, more frequent) 
Account thereof, to the Governors. 

XVIIth In all Cafes where Doubts arife refpecting a Violation of the 
oregoing Rules, they fhall be fubmitted to the Vifiting Governoi ^ t ^ d t i ^.
